ed, but which under the operation of their 
Sub-Soil Plow, promises an abundant her- 
vest. In a letter to the Standard, from liud- 
son, Abby says that, when they entered upon 
their labors in that region, “ it seemed almost 
like going within the arctic circle to sow 
wheat.” Nevertheless they found much to 
encourage them. In the first place they 
visited (Mellenville) they held six meetings in 
the Methodist church, which proved quite 
too small before the close. Here they obtain- 
ed sixteen subscribers for the Standard, and 
scattered many books, At Leeds, on the 
west side of the river, they had five meetings, 
were bitterly opposed, but obtained eight 
At Palenville, ‘under the deep- 
furrowed, frowning brow of the Catskills, 
they held four meetings. A rumselling Eld- 
er called the slaves cattle, to which it was 
replied, that if he were right they were in 
the practice of baptizing cattle into the natne 
of the Father and of sitting at the commu- 
nion table with cattle. At this place, too, 
the Bible was quoted in defence of Slavery. 
When they announced their meeting closed, 
the Duteh Reformed Clergyman, who had 
attended throughout, but had kept silence 
since the first meeting, gave notice that he 
would hold a meeting there the next Thurs- 
day evening to show that the Church of 
Christ had been misrepresented and slan- 
dered. Mr. Foster, rising said, if the Church 

had been misrepresented no one was so 

deeply interested to know it as himself, as it 

was not his intention to misrepresent any 

one; therefore he should endeavor to be 

present to listen to the discourse. This val- 

iant ‘defender of the faith’ probably did not 

think it discreet to reply to the advocates of 
the slave until he supposed they could not 

be present to auswer.

Criticism Necessary to Reform. 

The English were the first great nation in 
which the principle of a practical criticism 
was admitted as the political basis. There 
Was a nearer approach to this in the polity 
of Greece and Roine, than in any other mod- 
ern State; and, perhaps, the only reason why 
this principle in those nations did not devel- 
ope the modern fact of national regeneration 
may be found in the existence of Slavery 
among them. So long as a person can exist 
in the state without rights, so long the true 
and only foundation for political criticism is 
wanting ; upless the principle is admitted 
that every man is free, no good reason can 
be given why any man should be free, The 
reason why the detrimental influence of 
Slavery was so long inert in the ancient na- 
tions, was, that the condition of Slavery had 
never been criticised. Vo error becomes im- 
mediately demoralising until it is the subject of 
criticism. A hundred years ago, a man miglit 
get daily drunk, and stiil retain his self- 
respect. Now drunkenness is ruin. So in 
the ancient States, Slavery might exist, and 
iis fatal effects appear only after the lapse of 
centuries, and then be ascribed to other 
causes. Our Southern States are an obvi- 
ous example, Freedom of the Press does 

' st, itica 

or literary. Surely that is a strong faith, 
which believes this state of things can be 
lasting. We have seen freedom of thought 
exist in Germany with a censorship of the 
Press; but freedom of thought can surely 
not exist where the whole energies of the 
mind are exerted in defence of a falsehood. 
Suppose the energies of the Greek mind to 
have been turned by circumstances to the 
defence of their system of servitude, what 
would the world have known of them after 
history ? 
The philosophy of this state of things is 
this :—uas Jong as an institution is not criti- 
cised, we view it asa fixed fact. It has, 
therefore, no prominent place in our thoughts 
among other questions. When criticism of 
it begins, every mau is ecailed on to make up 
his mind in relation to it. Supposing then 
the institution to be either false in itself, or 
worn out and become false, we are reduced 
to the necessity of either removing it, or of 
loving a lie for the sake of our interests; a 
state of which a man is always more or less 
clearly conscious and which soon proves de- 
moralising and fatul.—.E£sthetic Papers—S.

We learn from Washington that the course 
pursued by this gentleman in the Louse of 
Representatives on Monday, the 4th inst., is 
the subject of much remark among parties 
there.

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Anecdote of Wm: W. Brown,--. - 





Mr. Brown related the following anecdote 
in one of his recent.speeches in England: 


His master once asked him “if he did not 
Want to. ask a question; if he did not want 
something explained... Now, he had. not 
been accustomed to ask his master any ques- 
tions, because he had no confidence in his 
explanations, but since he had invited him 
he thought he would ask him one question, 
and he said “ Master, what does that passago 
of scripture mean which reads * Whatsoe- 
ver ye would that men should do to you, do 
you even sothemn?” (Hear, hear, applause, 
and laughter.) Herephed, * Where did you 
learn any thing of that kind; did Lever read 
any thing of the kind toyou?” Oh, no, sir, 
you never read any thing of the kind to me. 
‘Then said he, where did you hear it? Inthe 
city said I. Oh, said he, a man cannot now 
send his slave into the city without his being 
spoiled. “Sandford,” said he, for that Was 
the name given mé, “I will explain that to 
you, but mind you never ask me such ques- 
tions again, or I will /allap (flog) you well.” 
When he said this he always was as good as 
his word ; he wasa Christian in that respect, 
he nevertied. He said I will tell you wht it 
means. Jf you were a white man you would 
be a white one, would you not? Very likely 1 
should, said I. Well, said he, and if you 
were a white man and I was your slave, you 
would want me to obey you. Yes, said 1, I 
should. Well, replied he, whatsoever you 
would that I should do to you if I were your 
slave so you must do to me, you being my 
servant. (Laughter.) I thought Thad the 
old gentleman in a close corner, and 1 want- 
ed to have further discussion, but it would 
not do, for a sluve must not ask a second 
question without permission.
